The Oath of Supremacy, 


A, B, doc utterly teſtifie and declare inmy 
Conſcience, that the Kings Highneſle is the 
onely Supreame Governour of this Realme, 
and all other his Highnefſe Dominions and 
Countries, as well in all Spirituall or Eccleftaſti- 
call things or cauſes, as Temporall : And that no 


forraine Prince, Perſon, Prelate, State or Poten- 
rate, hath or ought to have any Iuriſdition,Pow- 
er, Supertoritie, Preeminence or Authority Eccle- 
ſiaſticall or Spiritualt within this Realme.” And 
therefore, I doeutterly renounce and forſake all 
forraine Iuriſdictions, Powers, Superiorities and 
Authorities ; and doe promiſe that from nence- . 
forth I ſhall beare faith and true Allegiance to 
the Kings Highneſle, his Heires and lawfull Suc- 
ceſſors : and tomy power ſhall aſſiſt and defend 
all Iuriſditions, Priviledges, Preheminences and 
Authorities granted or belonging to the Kings - 
Higehneſfle, his Heires and Succeſlors, or united 
ang annexed to the Imperiall Crowne of the

The Oath of Allegiance, 


A. B. doetruely and fincerely acknowledge, 
profeſle, teſtifie and declare in my conſcience 
before God and the world, That our Sove- 
raigne Lord King Cuanres, is lawfull 
King of this Realme, and of all other his Majeſtics 
Dominions- and - Countreyes : And: that the Pope 
neither of himſelfe, nor by. any Authority of rhe 
Church or Sea of Rome, or by any other meanes 
with any other, hathany power orAuthority tode-. 
noſe the King, orto diſpoſe of any of his Majeſties 
Kingdomes or Dominions, or to Authorize any 
Forraigne Prince, to invade or annoy Him or His 
Countreyes, or to diſcharge any of his Subjects 
of their Allegiance and Obedience to His Maje- 
ſtie, or to give Licence or leave to any of them 
to beare Armes, raiſe Tumults, or to offer any. 
violence or hurt to His Majeſties Royall perſon, 
State or Government, ortoany of His Majeſties 
Subiects within His Majeſties Dominions, Alſo 
[doe ſweare from my heart, that, notwithſtan- 
ding any Declaration or Sentence of Excommu-

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nication, or Deprivation made or pranted, or to: 
be made or granted, by the Pope or his Succe(- 
ſors, or by any Authority derived, or preten- 
ded to be derived from him or his Sea, againſt 
the ſaid King, His Heires or Succeffors, or any 
Abſolurion of the ſaid Subjects from their Obe- 
dience ; I will-beare faith and true Allegiance to 
His Majeſtie , His Heires and Succeſfors , and 
Him and Them will defend to the vttermoſt of 
my power, againft all Conſpiraciesand Attempts 
wharſoever, which ſhall be made againſt His or 
their Perſons, their Crowne and Dignitic, by rea- 
ſon orcolour of any ſuch Sentence, or Declarati- 
on, or otherwiſe, and will doe my beſt endea- 
vour to diſcloſeand makeknown unte his Majeſty, 
His Heires and Succeſlors,all Treaſons and-Traite- 
rous Conſpiracies, whichT ſhall know or heare of, 
to beagainſt Him,or any of them, And I do further 
ſveare, That I do from my heart abhor, deteſt and 
abjure as impious and Hereticall, this datmmnable 
Do&rine and_Pofition, Flat r rinces wrtoch. be 
Excommunicated or deprived by the Pope, may be 
Depoſed or Murthered by their Subjects, or any 
other whatſoever. And Idocbeleeve, and incon- 
ſcience am reſolved, that neither the Pope, norany 
perſon whatſoever, hath power to abſolve ine of 
this Oath, orany part thereof ; which I acknow- 
ledge by goodand full Authority to bee lawfully 

miniſtred unto me, and doe renounceall Pardons 

and Diſpenfations to the contrary. And all theſe 
things I doe plainely and fincerely acknowledge

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-and ſweare, according to theſe expreſſe words by 
meſpoken, and according to the plaine and com- 
mon ſence and nnderſtanding of the ſame words, 
without any Equivocation, or mentall evaſion, or 
ſecret reſervaſion whatſoever, And I doe make this 
Recognitionand acknowledgement heartily, wil-

A.3, doe in the preſence of Almighty God, 


Promiſe, Vow, and Proteſt, to maintaineand 
defend, as far as lawfully I may, with my life, 
pawer,andeſtate, the rrne refarmed Proreſtagr 
Religion, expreſſed inthe Doctrine of the Church 
of Enzland,againſt all Popery,andPopiſh Innoyari- 
on within this Realm,contrary tothe ſameDo&rin, 
and according to the duty of my Allegiance, His 
Majeſties Royall Perſon, Honour, and Eſtate ; as 
alſo the Power and Priviledges of Parliament 
The lawiull Rights and Liberties of the Subjec, 
and every perſon that maketh this Proteſtatior, in 
whatloever he ſhall doe in the lawfull purſuance 
Ht. the lame. And to my power, and as farre as 
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lawfully I may, I will oppoſe, and by all good 
wayes and meanes indeayour to bring to con-! 
digne puniſhment,all ſuch as ſhall either by Force, 
Plots, Conſpiracies, or otherwiſe, docany thing 
to the contrary of any thing in this preſent Pro- 
teſtation contained, And further , that I ſhall in- 
all juſt and Honourable wayes, endeavour to pre- 
ſerve the Vnion and Peace betweene the three 
 Kingdomes of England, Scotland, and Irelaxd;
